Clarke 
and Attorney-General Kinsworthy appears 
to have effectually settled the question of 
the possibility of Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
ever meeting in this State, and all hopes of 
pulling off the fight in Hot Springs have 
been abandoned. The Attorney-General 
made the affidavit upon which the warrant 
for Fitzsimmons’ arrest was issued, and the 
papers were issued by a Magistrate in Little 
Rock and placed in the hands of the Sheriff 
at Texarkana. The plan is not to allow 
him to reach here. Attorney-Gereral Kins- 
worthy remained in this city to-day for the 


urpose of having the Australian arrested 
ere in the event that he should slip through 


mysteriously, have now abandoned all hopes 
of pulling the fight off here; but they will 
keep a stiff upper lip and await Fitz's ar- 
rival. 

Corbett has been in very active training 
for the past week and is pronounced to be in 
fine condition—never better in his life—and 
very anxious for the fray, but there is ab- 
solutely no chance for it here now.

Al- 
though the city has received no official noti- 
fication of the company’s intention to aban- 
don the plan to erect its own depot, the 
fact that it has been abandoned is well 
known to Comptroller Sturgeon. The ordi- 
nance provides that the depot shall be built 
at Broadway, Carr and O’Fallon streets. 
Except the acquirement of the site nothing 
has been done. It is now manifestly impos- 
sible for the depot to be completed by next 
Aprii, which is the time limit set by the 
ordinance. Comptroller Stu is aware 
of this, so he wrote the following letter: 

N OCT. 26, 1895. 
The St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal 

Railway Co., St. Louls: 

GENTLEMEN—I beg to call your at- 
tention to my letter addressed to you on the 
13th day of February. 1894, and to the re- 
ply of your President, Maj. C. C. Rain- 
water, dated the 15th of February, 1894. 

The report promised has never been made 
and I request that all reports due under or- 
dinances to the city be made without furth- 


er delay. 

Permit me to quote from the letter of 
your President as follows: It may be that 
the failure to construct the depot in the | 
manner and within the time provided in or- 
dinance No. 16,135, might, and probably 
would, make this company Hable for $5,000 
due Jan. 1, 1894, and each subsequent year, 
etc., etc. 

Please advise me whether you intend to 
comply with this portion of your obliga- 
tions to the city. An early reply will greatly 
oblige.

As yet Mr. Sturgeon has received no re- 
ply to this communication. The reply of 
Maj.

No one believes for a moment that the 
Terminal Company will pay up the $5,000 
annually from Jan. 1, 1894, to Jan. 1, 1944, 
willingly. Some defense will be adopted 
and the chances are greatly against the 
city ever collecting any of that money. In 
the first place the ordinance, it 5 
is deficient in that it provides for no penal- 
ties in case of failure to carry out its pro- 
visions. This is regarded a fatal omission. 
It is true the bond of $50,000, which the | 
company gave the city, might be forfeited, | 
but that would fall far short. 

The probable loophole of escape for the | 
Terminal Company lies in section 8, or ordi- | 
nance 16,135, which provides that if the 
stockholders of the company, either by | 
themselves or with others, shall cause to be 
formed a Union Depot Company and said ! 
company shall construct the depot provided | 
for in the ordinance, the same shall be taken | 
as a compliance with the provisions: of 
this ordinance. The ordinance may be 
stretched so as to include the new Union | 
Station in this provision and the Terminal 
Company claims that by its erection the 
ordinance has been complied with. 

In other ways, too numerous to mention, 
the Terminal Company has failed to com- 
ply with the letter or spirit of the original | 
ordinance. It agreed to charge only $1 a car | 
and to do numerous other things, none of 
which it has done.

Shabby Treatment of an Armenian 
Whose Home Is in California. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Dr. G. C. Strahini- 
ana of California arrived in the city on the 


steamer Moravia. The doctor, who was 
born in Mes tamia, Armenia, came to 
America in 1870, was graduated in medicine 
from the New York University and 8 
ticed here until 188, when he removed to 
California’ In 1887 he returned to Marzon, 
Armenia. Turkish Government refused 
to let him actice until he became a citi- 


zen of that country, but this he refused to 


do. Afterwards, through friendly inter- 
vention, he was left unmolested and suc- 
ceeded in building up a good practice. In 
1892 he again came to America, bringing 
his family with him. They settled in Cali- 
fornia, but early in this year the doctor 
received a letter from an old Armenian 
friend in Government employ at Constan- 
tinople, who urged him to return to Turkey. 
He promised to have the doctor’s diploma 
recognized and guaranteed he would be able 
to practice in safety. Arriving in Armenia, 
on June 1, he was well received by his 
custom-house friend and introduced to 
Nazum Pasha, Minister of Police. The 
Pasha promised to arrange everything in a 
few days and asked the doctor for his 
8 which might be sent to the 

ultan. In the meantime his friend asked 
for his papers American citizenship and 
his diploma for the purpose of letting the 
Pasha look them over. A day of two after 
this he discovered that his friend had mis- 
represented himself; that his position as 
customs’ official was u blind, and that he 
was really the chief of Government spies 
employed to watch his fellow countrymen. 
The doctor was summoned before the Min- 
ister of Police and was treated very cor- 
dially. The Minister explained to him that 
he wished him to call on a certain Armenian 
editor and find out if he was a member of 
an Armenian home rule club called the 
Hentchag. At first he refused, but when 
reminded that all his papers were in their 
possession and that the service required of 
him would last but a few days, he con- 
sented.

Has New England decided upon a war 


as the best means of regaining her finan- @ 


cial and commercial supremacy and of] 
renewing her declining prosperity ? | 
The utterances of her public repre- 
séntatives point that way. The grisis 
in the Venezuelan negotiations called out 
from Senator Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts a London interview by /cable 
full of bitter denunciation of England 
and redolent of jingoism. This ik fol- 
lowed by a prediction of war between 
England and the United States by Sen- 
_ Chandler of New Hampshire. The 
New Hampshire Senator declares that we 
must go to war with Great Britain and 
that Russia will be our ally. 

New England profited enormously by 
the last war. With her. ready capital 
and factories she was in position to take 
advantage of the necessities of the na- 
tion, and under the financial difficulties 
and the policy of high protection which 
followed the war New England employed 
her capital and manufacturing plants 
most profitably. All of these advantages 
are glipping from her and it is perhaps 
ne@ural\ that she should yearn for a 
return o the opportunities of war. 

But a war between Great Britain and 
the United States, the leading Anglo- 
Saxon nations which stand for progress 
and liberty and enlightenment, would 
be a stupendous calamity. An offensive 
alliance of the United States with the 

Russian despot to crush England would 
be a disgrace and a crime. It could 
be justified only by extremity of danger. 

To seek such a war, therefore, for the 
profits of war is a degreesef criminal 
selfishness which we would be slow to 
charge against New England, selfish as 
she has proved herself in national pol- 
itics and legislation. But unless her 
representatives cease their war cries and 
their bellowing jingoism they will bring 
the charge upon her.

SAFE BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 
State Tredsurer Stephens, in his ex- 
melo capacity as Supervisor of Building 
‘and Loan Associations, is actively at 
work, and has issued official reports to 
two of the most important Associations 
of which they may well be proud. The 
inspection of all these associations will 
involve a great deal of labor, but the 
results will be invaluable for the protec- 
tion of the public. 

It should be borne in mind that there 
is no longer any reason for joining doubt- 
ful or shaky building associations. One 
by one the supervision under the new law 
will show them to be either solid or un- 
reliable. And it may be takén for grant- 
ed that those that can show such reports 
from the Supervisor as the two associa- 
tions referred to are worthy of all con- 
fidence. 

The need of such supervision is em- 

phasized by the State Treasurer in one 
of these reports. After commending the 
legal manner in which the association 
referred to had done most of its business, 
he adds that among such associations “a 
general disposition to depart from all 
recognized principles and approved meth- 
ods has been the rule and not the excep- 
tion.“ 
That in spite of this the associations 
have, as a whole, flourished and done 
much good, speaks well for the general 
business capacity and clear-headedness 
of St. Louis investors. But with the new 
law properly enforced, a new era will 
dawn for the shareholder in such asso- 
ciations. The man of small business 
capacity will be protected, as well as 
the man with “a head for figures.“ 
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MISS VANDERBILT’S WEDDING GOWN. 


Those who saw the illustrations with 
accompanying descriptions of Miss Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt’s wedding gown in the 
two local morning newspapers of Sunday 
were doubtless amazed at the extraordi- 
nary garment in which that fortunate 
young woman will appear at the altar. 

If both illustrations are faithful repre- 
sentations of the original, Miss Vander- 
bilt will appear in the most remarkable 
combination gown that ever graced a 
society function. The one shows the 
front view of a dainty creation of filmy 
lace with a skirt trimmed with deep lace 
flounces and a court train. The other is 
a simple garment without a flounce or 
a furbelow and with a short train.

The result would be that the United 
States would have to fight the battles of 
each and every member of the Union 
and would soon be forced into the posi- 
tion of a dictator. 

But if the weaker Republics woul 
unite in stro 
trating and conperving their strength and 
resources for common defense and mu- 
tual ends, there would be no necessity 
for the humiliating dependence upon the 
arm of the United States which now 
exists and which would be emphasized 
in the proposed union. The Monroe doc- 
trine could be affirmed and supported by 
each Republic and the power back of it 
would be invincible.

Miss Kidder Scores a Triumph in 
Mme. Sans Gene.“ 


The production of “Madame Sans Gene“ 
at the Olympic last night by Kathryn Kid- 
der and her company was an event of 


more than usual importance in the field 
of the local drama. Any play from the 
ben of Vicvtorien Sardou merits the most 
| careful attention. Sans Gene” received 
| this, for the audience which witnessed the 
opening performance was far above the 
average. Its verdict was flattering to 
Miss Kidder and her company, as well as 
to Sardou and his co-laborer, Emile Mor- 
eau. Curtain -call after curtain call fol- 
lowed the first and second acts, stamping 
the production as an unqualified success 
in the popular mind. 

Madame Sans Gene“ deals with a sub- 
ject upon which the world has again gone 
mad—Napoleon. The glory and strength 
of this man's transcendent genius radiates 
from the play and unconsciously inspires 
those who love only to witness the work- 
ings of so commanding a nature to admire 
it. Combined with this feature is the 
spirit of the admirable woman, a fit rep- 
resentative of the people— a democrat by 
birth and nature—an uncut diamond, whom 
the pomp and power of a regal court could 
nod raike falsely proud, nor its wealth of 
luxury sully. Cast by circumstance into 
A court notoriously corrupt and carnal, she 


| retained her purity and mannerisms of her 


| life among the people. 


Such a character could scarcely fail to 
please a nation of democrats such as we 
are. and such was the character Miss 
Kidder undertook to portray. 

Miss Kidder is not a great genius, but 

is a conscientious’ actress of more 
thane ordinary talent. She makes of the 
washerwoman turned Duchess a character, 
comical in its naive simplicity, admirable 
in its strength of purpose, Catherina Hub- 
scher might have been just such a € as 
she, laughing in bonhommie with the pat- 
rons of her laundry, or repulsing the ad- 
vances of the master of the Enipire.

Among the strongest cases against eff

Purchase.of the Butler Factory and Its 
. Bite. 


The purchase of the Butler tobacco fac- 
tory by the American Tobacco Company 
was finally completed Monday evening. 
Over a week ago thé good-will of the com- 
pany and the tobaboo in stock and machin- 
ery were purchased for $300,000. On Monday 
the building was purchased for $100,000. To 
do this James G. Butler first bought out 
his wife’s Interest for $6,000. 

When the first deal, was consummated 
last Saturday, a week ago, Mr. Butler 
wanted to give a ninety-nine year lease on 
his factory building. The Tobacco Trust 
offered him $70,000 cash for the building. 
This he regarded as considerable under its 
value. Then the trust agreed to have two 
experts examine the property.

Franklin Duff, tHe lumberman, carried 
out his announced intention of committing 
suicide by shooting himself about 2 o'clock

Duff spent Sunday afternoon in his office 
in the Union Trust Co. writing notifications 
of his cg Agere suicide to his wife and 
lawyer. e went nome and ate supper with 
his family and returned to the office. He 
must have attempted suicide, for there is 
a bullet hole in the plaster on the wall near 
the vault, and there were two empt 
chambers in the revolver found in his hand 
after death. 

His nerve failed him on his first attempt, 
and he left his office about 10:30 o’clock. 
After taking a drink at the Union Trust 
bar he went over to the St. Nicholas Hotel, 
registered as F. Duff, city,” and asked to 
be called at 7 o’clock. He was aroused at 
that hour, but failed to get up. At 10:30 
o’clock he ordered a drink of whisky. 

At 4 o’clock a chambermaid complained 
that the room had not been vacated. In- 
vestigation revealed the suicide. 

The dead man had swallowed the contents 
of a vial of morphine and then lay down on 
the counterpane, propped his head up on 
two pillows, put the muzzle of his revolver 
into his mouth and pulled the trigger. He 
had been nerving himself to the act for 
thirty-six hours. 

The bullet ploughed through the base 
of the brain and came out at the back of 
his head. A tiny stream of blood flowed 
from the left corner of his mouth. 

Dr. John Zaharsky was called, and sa‘d 
the man had been dead two hours when 
discovered.
